Miss Laura's Skill Prevailed. 

According to the lists of liabilities filed 
by the sisters, Mrs. Dunn's obligations 
are far the greater, $73,423.60, as against 
Mrs. Trautman’s $10,000, but it is ‘Miss 
Laura,.”’ as she is still called by many, 
whose will and skill have prevailed in 
the affairs of the sisters and who con- 
ceived and carried out the transactions 
which made her, until the bubble burst, 
a factor to be reckoned with in the fin- 
enciai affairs of this section. 

Mrs. Trautmann and Mrs. Dunn were 
the wites sisters, ‘‘Miss Laura,” and 
“‘Miss Mame,’’ when the dream of em- 
pire was born in the brain of Laura 
Oates. They and their brother, W. I. 
Oates of Cape Girardeau, had inherited 
trom their mother a farm, the value of 
which, for cotton growing, was impaired 
by the frequency of ‘overflows. As a 
farmer’s daughters they had picked cot- 
ton as other farmers’ daughters did. 
Then Louis Houck of Cape Girardeau 
had built a railroad through there close 
tc the Oates farm, and Dr.  ranville M. 


liayes had prevailed upon him to es-j. 


tablish a station on the Hayes farm e4- 
joining. 

Hayes had platted his farm as a town- 
site and had given Houck each alternate 
lot in exchange for locating the station 
there. And that had been the begipning 
of the metropolis of Hayti. 

‘“‘Miss Laura’ pictured in her mind 
a greater city than Hayes had dreamed 
of. She platted her farm lying on. the 
opposite side of the new railroad and 
embarked upon a career whose ultimate 
ramifications astounded the financial 
wiseacres of the section. 


Soon Owned 1000 Actes, 

Her farm town lots did not sell as rap- 
idly as she wished and to raise money 
she began giving mortgages. She built 
houses in the Oats additions to encour- 
age others to do likewise. And she 
bought houses in “old town,’ bought 
them as often as not, they say, for con- 
siderably more than they were worth, 
kept on buying them until she owned 4. 
which was well toward half of the to- 
tal. And she bought surrounding farm 
and timber lands until she owned a 
thousand acres which she visioned as 
the future city’s suburbs. 

Her transactions soon gave her a rat- 
ing a8 a wealthy woman and it was not 
difficult for her to obtain loans on se- 
curity which might have not been ac- 
cepted from another. When she had no 
real estate security to offer she had no 
difficulty. in getting. persons to indorse 
her paper. She went on accumulating 
houses and lands, and paving for them 
with borrowed money until she had dif- 
ficulty-in making her income from rents 
pay the interest. When she could not 
do that ‘she borrowed more money to

Eye- Witness 
Found. 


Action Is Taken After Coroner’s In- ~ 
quest Is Ended, and Prosecutor 
Urges Immediate Action— Alea’ 


to Shooting ‘< 


murder of Mrs. Louise Bailey. 


The inquest into the death of Mrs. Bai- 
ley, mysteriously murdered on the night 
of Tuesday, June 30, in the office of 
Dr. Carman, was closed shortly before 
noon today. 

Eliswood Bardes, a new witness, 
testified just before the hearing 
closed, that he had seen a woman 
he was unable to identify running 
away from the doctor’s office shortly 
after the shot which killed Mrs. Bais | 
ley was fired. She wore a dark skirt 
and white shirt waist. 

Witnesses testifying at previous 
sessions of the inquest swore that 
Mrs. Carman was thus garbed on the 
night of the murder. She has main - 
tained, however, that she was dressed 
in a kimona and was in her bedroom. 

In this contention Mrs. Carman was 
borne out on the stand today by her 
young daughter, Elizabeth. 

Gaston Boissonault, manager of the 
detective division of a company which 
manufactures telephone devices to Tre- 
cord conversations, was the first witness 
called at today’s session of the inquest. 

It was Boissonault’s company that in- 
stalled a dictograph in Dr. Carman’s 
office some time before the murder, at 
the order of Mrs. Carman. 

The witness told today of the first 
call of Mrs. Carman at his office. She 
first said she was a dressmaker, then 
admitted her identity, adding tha’ she 
had many domesti: troubles and want- 
ed to hear what went on in her hus- 
band’s office. This was on May 19. The 
witness said arrangements for the 
rental of the instrument were made 
that day, 

On the same any Mrs. Carman made 
plans to take her husband away for 
two days while~ the atrunent was 
being installed. 

The witness said Mrs. Carman had. 
told him‘ about seeing a nurse kiss Dr. 
Carman. “She said she was so mad,” 
he went on, ‘“‘when she saw that kiss 
that she almost broke the window by 
knocking on it.” 

Mrs. Carman told him further, he said, | 
that she knew her husband met many 
women both in his home and outside 
and she asked the witness whether he 
could furnish detectives to follow him. 
She had said emphatically, however, 
that she would not get a divorce on ac- 
count of her daughter. 

Instrument Installed. 

The witness said one of his instru- 
ments was installed after he received 
a letter from Mrs. Carman announcing 
when she would have her husband out 
cof the way. Later Mrs. Carman de- 
manded and received this letter. 

Mrs. Carman and her mother called 
upon him next on May 25, said the wit- 
ness. Mrs. Carman told him she was 
“vatisfied,”’ and that she had been keep- 


she had heard over the instrument. She 
said she had some difficulty in hearing 
all that went on in the doctor’s office, 
because the doctor and his women pa- 
tients sometimes whispered. She bought 
two additional batteries on this oc- 
casion. 

Boissanault denied that any instru- 
ments had recorded Mrs. Carman’s con- 
versations with him, and he was then 
excused. 

Elizabeth Carman, 12-year-old 
daughter of Dr: and Mrs. Carman, 
testified that directly after the shot 
was fired, she ran upstairs and saw 
her mother, her aunt and her grand- 
mother there. Her mother, she said, 
was in a kimona. 

Gunman Reported Hired by Slayer. 

Detectives today were running down 
a new theory of the murder that was 
advanced in Freeport yesterday. This 
was to the effect that a New York 
gunman played a part in 4t, that he 
brought the weapon from New York, 
broke the glass of the window, hand.- 
ed the gun to the slayer. took it bac 
after the shooting and then escaped 
with it.

His mother, Mrs. Sophia Norton Schuy- 
‘ler, is yet living in New York, at the 
age of %2. 

Prof. Schuyler was educated at Wash- 
ington University, where he received 
toth the bachelor of arts and master of 
arts degrees. He studied music and 
drawing under private instructors and 
studied painting in the St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts. “ 

In 1881 he was married to Miss Hidee 
Remington of Buffalo, N. Y., who died 
in 1897. He is survived by three sons, 
Montgomery, engineer in charge of the 
city testing laboratory; Remington, of 
Shady, Ulster County, New York, an i)- 
lustrator of note, and Norton, of 4703 
Greer avenue. 

From 1877 Prof. Schuyler was a teach- 
er, writer and lecturer on general peda- 
gogical subjects. In 1906 he war electod 
president of the department oi seccn- 
ary education of the. National Educa- 
tional Association. He was assistant 
principal of high schools in St. Louis 
from 18% to 1913, when he was made 
principal of McKinley School. 

For sevéral years he wrote occasional 
literary and dramatic criticism for the 
Post-Dispatch. In 197 he was music and 
dramatic critic for the Criterion. His 
first book, “An Ambassador of Christ,”

She declared she had 
saved nothing from the wreck of her 
fortune and that éven the $410 scheduled 
as her present possession was given 
merely as a matter of form. 

The property she had accumulated at 
the time of the crash, she said, was 
worth $100,000, and if she had not been 
crowded she could have paid everybody 
and carried out all her plans. She de- 
clined to tell how much she had bor- 
rowed from first to last and would not 
discuss the fictitious entries of satis- 
faction at the Recorder's office at Ca- 
ruthersville, except to declare she had 
paid the loans that were entered as sat- 
isfied and could not account for the ap- 
pearance of what purported to be orig- 
inal notes.

versy, and the Roosevelt administration 
was playing the Manama Canal com- 
pany game both in the negotiations with 
Colombia and in the failure to negotiate 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica as pro- 
vided for in the Spooner law. 


“Reasonable Time” Expired. 


Despite all of Mr. Cromwell's efforts. 
he could not bring the Colombian Charge 
to an agreement. Matters were in this 
state when, on Jan. 21, Secretary of 
State Hay wrote the following peremp- 
tory note to the Colombian Charge d’Af. 
faires: 

“Department of State, . 
Jan. 22, 1903. 

r Mr: Herran: 

I am commanded ‘by the President to 
say to you that the reasonable time 
that statute accords for the conclusion 
of negotiations with Colombia for the 
excavation of a canal of the Isthmus 
has expired, and he has authorized me 
to sign with you the treaty of which I 
had the honor to give you a draft, with 
the: modification that the sum of $100,000 
fixed therein as the annual payment, be 
increased to $250,000. I am not author- 
ized to consider or discuss any other 
change. 

With sentiments of high con®deration. 
etc. JOHN HAY. 

William Nelson Cromwell, the lobbyist 
of the -New Panama Canal Co., who 
had persuaded the American Govern- 
ment to increase ‘the annual payment 
from $100,000 to $250,000, went at once 
to Dr. Herran’s house. By pointing out 
that if he did not there and then ac- 
Cept the terms offered by the United 
States Colombia would lose - everything 
and the’ Nicaragua Canal would be built 
instead of the one at Panama, Mr. 
Cromwell induced thé Colombian Charge 
to sign the treaty “ad referendum.” The 
lobbyist of the Panama Canal Co. him- 
self rapidly corrected the draft of the 
treaty and, taking Dr. Herran with him 
to Secretary Hay’s private ‘residence, 
on the evening of Jan. 22, 1903, told the

Only three persons were present when 
the treaty was signed. They were Sec- 
retary of State Hay, Dr. Tomas Herran 
and William Nelson Cromwell, to whom

Mr. Cromwell later boasted that: “As 
a historical detail showing by how nar- 
row a margin we succeeded we note 
that a few hours after the 4igning or 
the treaty Mr. Herran received a 
peremptory cable from his Government 
to suspend all negotiations till the re- 
ceipt of fresh instructions. This’ dis- 
patch, which, if it had arrived a few 


» | hours earlier, would have paralyzed all

thanks to the strongest pressure, we 
succeeded in having the treaty con- 
cluded.”’ 

The shameful.and amazing story of 
the intrigues and conspiracy that fol- 
lowed the signing of the Hay-Herron 
treaty has been told in utmost detail in 
the Post-Dispatch and World. 

Mr. Cromwell redoubled his diplomatic 
activities. He aided Secretary Hay in 
the writing of instructions to the Amer- 
ican Minister in Bogota. He suggested 
sending the ultimatum to the Bogota 
Government and he planned and carried 
to the point where Mr. Bunau- -Varilla 
ould complete the Panama revolution. 
_ On Nov. 3, the day when the Panama 
fake revolution was pulled off on the 
isthmus, the stock of the cana] com-

It would abolish monopoly in land and 
natural resources, the possession of which enables 
the monopolists to charge exorbitant prices and 
to hoard wealth, resources that belong to all the 
; people.” “it would clean out of the laws the in- 
justices which give one man an advantage over 
another. 

Not only would the application of this princi- 
ple to government restore justice in the laws, 
but it would restore justice in the courts. The 


iniquitiés and delays in courts give one “man- or 
set of men advantages over others by which they 


are enabled to take wealth that does not belong 
to them—that they did not earn. 

Mr. Meriwether has studied economics. He has 
studied organized society and the conditions and 
relations of men under different forms of gov- 
ernment. He knows the vital problem of democ- 
racy—the protection of every man in the right 
to his own earnings. 

It is ‘a good thing to have a man of Mr. Meri- 
wether’s knowledge, ability and energy campaign- 
ing in the Twelfth District on a platform of Dem- 
ocratic principle.

St. Louis takes a long step teward 
efficient -municipal government: in 
the charter which it adopted on 
Tuesday. Executive authority is cen- 
tralized in the Mayor and Comptroll- 
er, who have the power ef appojnt- 
ment to most of the eity offices: a 
legislative assembly of one, house, 
consisting of 28 mémbé¢rs elected at 
large, -is created, broad powers of 
municipal ownership are established, 
the merit system and the initiative, 
referendum and recall are adopted. 

A St. Louis dispatch supplies the 
followimg description of the manner 
in which officers will be selectéd and 
the executive functions administered: 

Officialf will be appointed by ‘the 
Mayor as follows: Assessor, Collec- 
tor, Treasurer, Supply Commissioner, 
Register, City Counselor, City Mar-

}shal, two City Court Judges; Presi- 


dent of the Board of Public Service, 
Director of Public Utilities, Director 
of Streets and Sewers, Director of 
PubHe Welfare and Director of Pub- 
lic Safety. 


The Mayor will also appoint an Ef- 
ficiency Board, similar to the Civil 
Commission, consisting of 
three members, no more than two of 
whom shall belong to the same po- 
litical party. This board. will pass 
upon applications for all city posi- 
‘tions not elective or appointive. 

The Direttor of Streets and Sewers, 
Public Welfare and Public Service, 
with a president, will constitute the 
Board of Public Service. 

The Comptroller is to be the het 
of the Department of Finance, but 
the budget, the,needs of the depart- 
ments and the tax rate will be at- 
tended to by a Board of Estimate and 
Proportion, composed of the Mayor, 
Comptroller and President of the 
Board of Aldermen. 


St. Louis is the first American city 
of the first rank to make such radi- 
cal charter changes, notably exempli- 
fied in the reduction of glectivé offi- 
cers and the concentration of power 
as well as of responsibility . in -the 
Mayor. The abolition of the bicam- 
eral Municipal. Assembly, unwieldly 
fin composition and a breeding-place 
of scandal, is in itself a noe re- 
form.

Gould Stock Drops Over Three 
Points on Active Selling: 
Crop Report Good. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 8.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today; says: 

“Although Washington dispatches 
indieated that expectations of a rail- 
way rate decision late this afternoon 
were likely again to be disappointed, 
the day was not by any, means devoid 
of important news. The: Government's 
menthly crop report, published short-. 
ly before the close of business, was 
one, and in this the matter /’of para- 
mount interest was the estimate on 
corn. 

“For that crop, the July condition 
is slightly below what the grain 
trade had hoped, but at 85.8 it is one 
per cent above the 104year July aver- 
age, and the present indicated yield 
of 2,868,000,000 bushels would, if real- 
ized, give us the. fourth largest corn 
harvest in our history. 

“While spring wheat's condition is 
lowered, as‘the trade expected, some- 
thing over 3 per cent from the esti- 
mate of a month ago, condition of 
winter wheat at harvest time is 
raised m&terially and the Govern- 
ment now predicts—granting an un- 
changed outlook for the Northern 
wheatya total wheac yield of no less 
than 930,000,000, bushels, or 166,000,- 
000 bushels more than the greatest 
ever previously harvested. 

“This very extraordinary forecast 
comes with old -wheat in our own 
farmer's hand, 32,000,000 bushels than 
a year ago, and ,with Europe’s own 
crops such as to indicate necessity 
for larger imports of American wheat 
than usual.
